It seems difficult to believe that 
the Kentucky Derby is so near— 
the date is Saturday, May 2—but 
such is the case. One reason for 
this, of course, is the war condi- 
tions, which dwarfing everything 
else in importance, minimize what 
at other times is of absorbing inter- 
est. 

When one stops to consider, how- 
ever, just what these conditions are 
and ali that they imply, it is with 
more or less surprise that one con- 
templates how nearly ‘‘Business as 
Usual” is the rule at the race tracks. 

During the past week The New 
York season was’ inaugurated = at 
Jamaica; the Maryland _ season. 
which had begun the previous one 
at Bowie, continued on its way; the 
Kentucky season took off at Keene- 
land; the long winter-spring season 
in Florida progressed to its close at 
Tropical Park; the New England sea- 
son began at Narragansett Park. 

From some of these points came 
reports of great box-office succes.. 
From others came the opposite. 
“The most glowing ones came from 
Bowie, where, though the opening 
day had to be postponed because of 
arctic weather, when things finally 
did open up it was at a record-break- 
ing pace, Attendance and_ receipts 
were far in advance of 1941. 

The greyest ones came from 
Florida, where the season wound up 
more or less in the doldrums, the 
falling-off from 1941 being a big 
one, 

New York’s opening, at Jamaica, 
was depressed by very bad weather- 
nevertheless 13,557 persons 
tered at the turnstiles.

The yellow forsythia is streaking 
all the green brown landscape and as 
Longfellow once wrote:— 


“Bright and glorious is that revelation 

Writ all over this great world of 

ours; 
Making evident our own creation, 
In these stars of earth, these golden 
flowers.” 

The cardinal, Richelieu-like in his 
‘pink’ hunting coat is with us again. 
He’s a much surer vernal harbinger 
than the hackneyed robin, hounds lie 
flopped out around kennel yards 
dreaming lazily of the past season’s 
red pilots, and runs from the mur- 
muring pines and the hemlocks. 

In short Spring, if not prosperity, 
is just around the corner; and our 
minds like Scarlet O’Hara’s gently 
turn to thoughts of land. 

Heavyweight hunters are gingerly 
tried in traces and vegetable garden 
implements are swinging up and 
down the land. 

In consequence of this present 
proper emphasis on the soil we take 
pleasure in printing herewith a letter 
sent in by Bob Corrigan to us at 
Judge. 

Some foxhunters and farmers alike 
have a natural ability to spread it 
on. But for those less fortunately 
gifted this mention of some of the 
mechanical agrarian aids available 
may be of interest. 


THE SPREADING CRISIS 
Beers, Sawbuck & Co. 
Philedalphia, Penna. 
Gentlemen: 

Since last summer I wrote you 
three times still about the brake at- 
tachment 23 MF 753 for your two- 
horse spreader 23 MF 703 E I 
bought. For $13.50 I sent you also 
a money-order, and I got nothing. 
Maybe you think that’s the same 
thing the spreader spreads, huh? 

75 bushels two horses should pull, 
your catalogue tells me when I buy 
it; so they pull it full up the hill by 
my barn and it runs right away down 
the hill by itself again and dumps 
itself. Am. I Roosevelt, I can get 
away with such as that? I bought 
still your dam machine so I can 
spread the stuff, not dump it. 

Plant food it makes by pulweriz- 
ing and dis-tributing even, so I am 
less tired after a day’s work, the 
catalogue says. Only after picking 
it up and loading it again two or 
three times in the spreader I am 
tireder already than if I dis-tribute 
it by hand, and I am the one which 
is pulwerized, not that stuff. 

So instead of the brake attachment 
23 MF 753 E what I sent you $13.50

It was the last fixture of the sea- 
son, 2 o’clock at the Clubhouse, a 
damp and chilly afternoon under an 
overcast sky. A brave array of the 
faithful assembled to honor hounds. 
The appearance of the master on 
Memories, after a 5 months absence 
from the hunting field, gave a brief 
illusion of normalcy; and was_ re- 
garded as the finest ‘‘view” of the 
year. The muster was further hap- 
pPily enhanced by the presence, un- 
fortunately on foot, of Mrs. Clothier, 
sparking cheerfully against a back- 
ground of silk scarves; Miss Brain- 
erd, doughtily swinging a _ steel-en- 
cased leg among the horses and long- 
ing to throw it over one; and Miss 
Cover, bubbling merrily from _the 
depths of her protective “hunting 
collar’. Doctor Owen, another early 
season casualty and latterly a victim 
of too much public health, looked 
especially dignified on the statues- 
que High Hat. Also acclaimed was 
Lieutenant Owen fresh from paternal 
and aerial triumphs, almost a strang- 
er after an 18-months absence. Mr. 
and Mrs. Betner with Black Sam 
and Prince; Miss Perkins on Ever- 
ready; Mr. Large on Textyler; Mr. 
Dick on Lennie; the Smiths, Messrs 
Kulp and Unger; and the ersatz 
Master, riding Sin Fin, completed the 
roll. 

Under the master’s punctual eye 
hounds were led off promptly on the 
hour and speedily conveyed across 
the Funk Farm to William’s Wood. 
Here, at the upper end near the 
Large’s, they burst into tumultuous 
clamor and were off in an instant, 
like emissaries of Thor, through the 
Large’s and into the Square Wood. 
Emerging from the Square Woods at 
the lower end, they tore across the 
open and disappeared into the upper 
end of the Ice Dam Woods. As the 
field paused momentarily near the 
Big Stone Wall the fox, having made 
his point and turned abruptly right- 
handed, was viewed crossing the 
lane. His hirsute helm was set for 
Diamond Rock and neither he nor 
hounds paused or deviated until they 
reached its furthest wooded heights 
four miles distant. 


It was a blistering pace they set 
and the field checked only once again 
and that only for a courteous _in- 
stant to permit their pilot to show 
the way over the stone wall at the 
corner of the woods and into the jail- 
fields. From here Eddie led the way 
into the Large’s, down the hill in 
front of the house, out over a nasty 
stone-wall-cum-post-and-rail into an 
abortive system of drainage ditches, 
then turning sharp right, sharp left, 
he galloped up the hill and across 
the hard road into the weedy fields 
on the Burns’ place. (This was too 


much for Mrs. Large’s Smudge. He 
kicked the door of his stall out and 
snorting with excitement essayed to 
join the chase.) 

As Eddie swept left-handed across 
the Toland’s your observer, whose 
chestnut was by now glassy-eyed ana 
completely out of control, decided to 
change horses.

Mounted 
on the grey your reporter pressed 
hurriedly forward into Diamond 
Rock and was fortunate in being 
able to attach himeslf to the flying 
coattails of Mr. Kulp who led the 
way rapidly along the ridge rides to 
a gully at the furthest confines of 
the woods overlooking the ‘village 
of Valley Forge. Here about a dozen 
of the pack were slowly following a 
trail which led deviously to the tcp 
of the hill where, amidst a confusion 
of tongues, after a few minutes the 
pack and the field eventually re- 
assembled.

Eastern Breds Account For 
Major Stakes At Havre de 
Grace And Jamaica 


The blue ribbon award for the 
largest purse won by an Eastern bred 
during the week of April 8-15 must 
go to Lexbrook Stable’s Potranco 
who captured The Paumonok Handi- 
eap at Jamaica on April 9. The wine 
ner’s share of the purse was $7,000 
and was won at the expense of such 
good ones as Sheriff Culkin, Augury, 
Zacatine and others. 

Transfigure through his’ victory 
in The Harford ’Cap at Havre de 
Grace and Pictor’s victory in the 
Southern Maryland ’Cap at Bowie 
were also happy triumphs for East- 


ern sires. Transfigure’s purse was 
$4,525, Pictor’s $4,200. 
Last in mention, but far from 


least in importance, is the Virginia 
sired, Maryland foaled Colchis vic- 
tory over Alsab. Colchis met the 
1941 champion 2-year-old twice and 
the much discussed Colchis—Alsab 
dead-heat in the Eastern Shore ’Cap 
at Havre de Grace resulted from the 
1st meeting, then The Spalding 
Lowe Jenkins purse at Laurel was 
annexed by Alsab as Colchis placed 
4 lengths behind. 

In his 1st 3-year-old outing and on 
the track at Havre de Grace, which 
evidentially is to his liking, Colchis 
trimmed Alsab in The Chesapeake 
Trial last Monday, and left behind 
Bright Willie and Baby Dumpling, 
nominees for The Kentucky Derby. 

Potranco, 5-year-old son of the 
deceased Judge Hay, was carrying 
the colors of Lexbrook Stable when 
he broke his maiden in a 2-year-old 
claiming event, his 1st purse 
amounting to $600. Since that time 
he has accounted for stakes, also has 
dropped down again to purses in 
the range of his initial win. His pre- 
vious richest purse was won as a 2- 
year-old, The Ravisloe Stakes, nets 
ting him $4,970. 

Transfigure, 4-year-old son of the 
deceased Espino, was unsuccessful 
as a 2-year-old and it was not until 
last year that he ieft the maiden 
ranks, The J. L. Sullivan-ownea 
gelding’s victory in The Harford 
‘Cap was his ist stakes win. 

Pictor’s share of the Southern 
Maryland ’Cap purse moves him up 
another notch toward $100,000, as 
his earnings to date are $86,505. 
Imp. Challenger II—Lady Legend's 
son finished the past season with 5 
straight victories. His 4 previous 
1942 outings were not successful. 

Potranco’s single purse at Jama- 
ica made his sire, Judge Hay, the 
leading money winning sire of the 
east. The victories of Minee-Mo, 
Roman Hero and Bardia at the same 
track, and Dorothy Pomp at Bowie, 
gave Pompey the lead for the most 
Eastern-bred winners. 


Eastern-bred progeny had a most 
successful week as 41 entered the 
winner’s circle to win purses totall- 
ing $49,160. Virginia-breds were 
outstanding, accounting for 30 win- 
ners of $36,290. While New Jersey- 
bred winners numbered 7, _ their 





earnings of $6,120 fell short of the 
purses of 4 Maryland-breds who won 
$6,750.

able conditions having blanketed 
most of the eastern U. S. April, in 
fact, has been more capricious than 
usual, those “soft spring airs’ that 
the poets used to warble about being 
conspicuous by their absence, for 
the most part. 

All these things have factored to 
keep down the Derby temperature, 
which usually, by this date, is de- 
ginning to wax feverish. 

Last week’s doings (these onpser- 
yations are being written on Mon- 
day, the 13th) brought forward, 
however, two Derby candidates in a 
prominent manner. 

On Thursday, the opening day at 
Keeneland, in the feature event, the 
Phoenix Handicap, Mrs. Payne Whit- 
ney’s (Greentree Stable) colt Devil 
Diver, defeated last season’s Derby 
hero, Whirlaway, by a head, after 
having led all the way. While the 
route was only six furlongs, as they 
raced over a very bad track it was 
something of a test. 

Devil Diver carried 113 1-2 Ibs., 
Whirlaway 128. Under the scale the 
former colt should have carried 116 
lbs. the latter 130. So from that 
standpoint it was about a weight- 
for-age race. 

Devil Diver is by St. Germans, al- 
ready the sire of two Kentucky Der- 
by winners, Twenty Grand (1931) 
and Bold Venture (1936). 

He was one of last season’s top 
two-year-olds, winning the Hopeful 
and the Sanford Stakes at Saratoga, 
and the Breeders’ Futurity at Keene- 
land, late in the fall; also running 
second in The Futurity at Belmont 
Park, and in the Pimlico Futurity 
as well. 

He has been one of the most high- 
ly-regarded Derby candidates ever 
since and his Keeneland race will 
send him to a short price in the ante 
post betting. 

On Saturday at Jamaica the Ex- 
perimental Handicap was staged. It 
is avowedly intended as one of the 
Pre-Derby tests for the eastern co!ts 
and brought out a field of ten, of 
which six were Derby eligibles. 

Top weight and a top-heavy fav- 
orite was the Belair Stud’s (William 
Woodward’s) colt Apache, by Alca- 
zr. He won cleverly by a length and 
a half after jeading most of the way. 
The distance was six furlongs, the 
Same as that in the Phoenix, and he 
carried 116 lbs. to run in 1:12 3-5. 
As has been seen, Devil Wiver, in 
Kentucky, carried 113 1-2 and ran in 
1:13 2-5, 

There was, therefore, little to 
choose between the two perform- 
ances. The tracks were bad at both 
Places, Apache ran the faster of the 
two colts; but he beat nothing to 
compare with Whirlaway, which 
Devil Diver outfinished. 

Apache has been, however, all 
along considered one of the more 
dangerous Derby colts. 

His two year-old form was not so 
high as Devil Diver's, as he won only 
one important stake, the Remsen 
Handicap, hut he ran a number of 
excellent races and in the Remsen 
trimmed the Diver himself.

working hunter, Parkantell, were all 
on hand for a 2nd try, after failures 
last year. James McHenry’s Downey 
Bonsal-trained Party Lines was a 
newcomer from one or two “old- 
fashioned”’ point-to-point wins. 

Riding his usual well-timed, alert 
race Mr. Janney got Winton off in 
4th place, took him back for the first 
114%4-mile, made a whopping move to 
the front between the 11th and 12th 
fences and had it all pretty much his 
own way from there in for the last 
%-mile. Lieut. George Strawbridge, 
riding John Strawbridge’s Bung- 
town, lay off the pace, which Golden 
Satin and Field Glass made between 
them, and chose to wait till the 
final mile to push forward. Bung- 
town got to within a couple of lengths 
of Winton for a time, but hit the 
14th fence a good crack and didn’t 
get close again. 

Lieut. Strawbridge ‘‘saved ground 
every inch,’ said Mr. Edward M. 
Cheston, Bungtown’s trainer, in the 
paddock afterward, ‘“‘but even swing- 
ing wide Winton just rolled by him. 
Bungtown can go the distance, but 
he just hasn’t got enough foot.” 

Field Giass, Mr. Marshal Hughes 
up, trailed Bungtown home by 10 
lengths to take 3rd place, with Gold- 
en Satin behind. Parkantell 
refused the 17th and last fence 
twice, eventually getting in, while 
Party Lines pulled up after the 15th 
and failed to finish. Back in the 
paddock, Party Lines was an obvious- 
ly ‘‘done in”? horse; his. rider, Mr. 
Redmond C. Stewart, Jr., and train- 
er, Mr. Bonsal were not a little puz- 
zled, Apparently fit, the Chance 
Play—Chorus Girl 2nd gelding was

pounds, but even so ...? Several 
comments on the flopping leather 


breastplate the 11-year-old bay wore 
had them wondering if the harness 
could have interferred with his wind. 

Time for the My Lady’s Manor was 
clocked 5:51 1-5, well off the course 
record, 5:20. ‘‘Weather clear, track 
fast’, said the Morning Telegraph’s 
chartmaker, but might have added a 
half a gale was blowing and the 
fields had had 2 days of rain prev- 
iously. Considering this, the going 
was excellent. . 

White Cockade held everyone's in- 
terest as the 8 entries for The John 
Rush Streett Memorial were saddled. 
The veteran flat racer who triumph- 
ed in the Wood Memorial and other 
stakes and who sulked himself into 
obscurity is now the property of 
Janon Fisher, Jr., who got him from 
E. K. Bryson. He carried the able 
rider, John T. Menzies, Jr., and the 
hopes of many, but Cockade disap- 
pointed sorely when he refused the 
13th fence. 

The Streett Memorial was sent 
away from a smooth start for all 
except Mrs. J. M. Franklin’s Charge 
Account, who went up in the air, 
bolted over the 1st fence and then 
swung sharply across the entire 
course, luckily behind the field at the 
time. Mr. Johnny ‘Merryman, down 
from Cornell to pilot him, got him 
into line and made a great fight for 
it, running head and head with Mr. 
Holmes Alexander into the final 
fence, the crowd yelling for what 
looked like a scrappy finish. But 
Charge Account, plainly a tired fel- 
low, lunged at the panel, hit it amid- 
ships and wearily turned turtle, spil- 
ling Mr. Merryman who, however, 
was more fortunate than in a similar 
spill last year, and wasn’t hurt. He 
remounted and got in 4th. Clifton’s 
Nancy and Raceme having passed 
him. 

The field ran well-bunched for the 


1st 2 miles. Arthur I. Meigs’ Mil- 
tiades, a much-favored visitors from 
the Philadelphia region, taking the 
early lead. Over the 3rd fence Ham- 
burg King, owned and ridden by 
Frederic S. Cross who is a tempor- 
ary Marylander, from the Cleveland, 
Ohio, Chagrin Valley hunting terri- 
tory, Raceme and Easter II forged 
ahead. White Cockade and Last 
Appeal (Mr. Alexander’s mount and 
the eventual winner) ran in the 
ruck. It looked like a tough race to 
guess, and as they disappeared over 
the hill to run the whole 2nd mile 
and 8 fences out of sight of the 
judges’ stand. It was a plenty tough 
one to call. 

Over the 11th, the field rolled 
downhill in 2 flights. By this time 
Miltiades, White Cockade and Last 
Appeal were well up behind Charge 
Account, on top by %-length. They 
veered north across the paved road 
and helloed into the 13th. One over 
—yes that’s Charge Account—nice 
going, Johnny . . . oops( who took 
that smasher? Miltiades—but Pete 
Reid’s up, he looks unhurt, but daz- 
ed. A roar from the crowd. White 
Cockade has refused the same fence 
—twice in a row—Jack Menzies is 
out of luck, but the 3 trailers are all 
over safely. 





They turned west again, into the 
homestretch. Last Appeal and Charge 
Account are at it ding-dong now, 15 
lengths ahead of Clifton’s Nancy and 
Raceme. Charge Account goes 
sprawling. Mr. Alexander swings 
under the wire sitting easily, with a 
grin a mile wide. Mr. Ramseur mak- 
es the place position, and he’s hap- 
py, too, over his first finish “‘in the 
money”, while Raceme, John H. 
O’Donovan’s bay mare with his cav- 
alryman jockey, Lieut. Robert R. 
Dodderidge, of Fort Meyer, comes in 
a commendable 3rd. 

Bobby Lamborn’s Easter 2nd, with 
young Mr. Robert Rasche riding his 
Ist race, and Fred Cross on Ham- 
burg King bring up the rear. Mr. 
Cross, a Saturday afternoon rider, 
only, by virtue of the stiff schedule 
that keeps him tied up in an aircraft 
industry, tipped the scales at 177 
pounds instead of the 160 allotted 
him—-a handicap for any horse, we 
should surmise. But he had the fun 
of the ride anyway, and that, he said, 
was what counted. 

Receiving the silver trophy for 
Harry L. Straus, the owner of Last 
Appeal, was Miss Priscilla Fuller, 
secretary of the Carrollton Hounds. 
“Mr. Straus is in Florida,’’ she ex- 
plained, “but he wanted a Carroll- 
ton entry to run. Last Appeal is one 
of the hunt horses, a keen jumper.” 

“He gave me a perfectly grand 
ride,’’ said Mr. Alexander, an author 
of note who felt the itch to be in the 
saddle this year after a lapse of many 
seasons. “Sure, he did hit a good 
many fences, but he went at ’em like 


a lion. He’s got plenty of heart!” 

Time for the Streett Memorial was 
5:50 1-5, or a second faster than 
The Manor.

Beagles are dong their part in the 
war effort in affording relaxation to 
members of the Army and Navy when 
they are on leave. Any number of 
men in uniform like nothing more 
than a day with hounds to take their 
minds off more serious things. And it 
is hoped that most packs will do 
their best to carry on as usual for 
the duration. Now that the season is 
about over, some masters are un- 
doubtedly worried about next season 
but even though they may find it 
necessary to cut down their packs in 
number, at least it is still possible to 
have grand fun with as few as five 
couple. 

Almost all of the young whips 
have gone into the service but there 
are still the girls who are glad to 
help when they can get time off from 
various duties which they are per- 
forming so well. I have heard of a 
couple of kennel huntsmen who have 
gone, too, and these might well be 
replaced by girls who could do :ha 
work perfectly well with the assis- 
tance of a young boy. 

The Army and Navy have both re- 
quested dogs for use on sentry duty 
in protecting warehouses and other 
supply depots. Dogs for Defense, Inc. 
has an order for a number of dogs 
and are expecting additional orders 
shortly. These dogs are being accept- 
ed by donation by civilians who are 
willing to give them with absolutely 
no strings except the word of the 
organization that if and when the 
dogs are mustered out the former 
owners may have first chance to get 
them back. Both bitches and dogs 
are being trained. They must not be 
smaller than a Kerry Blue terrier and 
they must be purebred. This last 
condition is made in case the Army 
decides to go into breeding and train- 
ing on its own after hostilities cease, 
in which case they would then have 
the right lines to begin on. At pre- 
sent all training is being done by 
civilians who have donated their 
ability and facilities to Dogs for 
Defense, Inc. 

Harry I. Caesar is president of 
Dogs fer Defense, Inc. Leonard 
Brumby who, likewise, needs no in- 
troduction, is running the working 
end of the business with offices in 
New York, at 590 Madison Ave. 


A letter from the master of the 
Covelane-Sir Sister Beagles has just 
arrived with their fixtures for April.

These puppies 
may be seen at any time at the ken- 
nels. Let me know within a week if 
you wish to purchase one. 

Gene Fisher needs help to exer- 
cise hounds and get puppies started. 
If you wish to volunteer your ser- 
vices, speak to him. 

I have just received my Commis- 
sion as Captain in the Air Corps and 
will be leaving soon. Before leaving, 
I shall appoint a Chairman of the 
Hunt Committee who will act as 
master representing me in my ab- 
sence. While I am away, Mrs. Dane 
will act as huntsman. 

Next fall you will receive a letter 
asking for your continued support 
of the pack. I hope you feel, as I do, 
that our hunting this year has been 
unusually successful and that this 
kind of sport and recreation should 
continue even in these times.

Notes From 
Great Britain 


By J. FAIRFAX BLAKEBOROUGH 





Future Of Foxhunting Will 
Largely Be In Hands Of 
The Nouveau Riche 





Recent letters from _ sportsmen 
serving with the forces in foreign 
parts all ask for hunting news and 
regret that scarce a line appears in 
the Press regarding the sport. One 
cavalry (now tanks) officer, well- 
known alike in scarlet and_ silk, 
writes to me: 

“One might think the censor had 
banned the publication of any ac- 
count of hunting runs, the doings of 
hounds, or news about hunting folk. 
Surely this information can only be 
of service to the enemy to show them 
how you at home are carrying on 
despite all their attempts at fright- 
fulness.” 

It is not the censor who has re- 
stricted the publicatien of descrip- 
tions of hunting runs. It was wisely 
thought expedient by the Masters of 
Foxhounds Assn. that there should 
be no red rag of publicity flaunted 
in front of those who are of the 
opinicn that there should be no 
hunting, racing, or any other form 
of sport under war conditions. Even 
those of us at home hear little re- 
garding sport. Qomparatively few 
folk are hunting, there are not the 
regular meetings of hunting folk to 
exchange news and compare notes, 
and, what is more efforts are direct- 
ed more towards killing foxes than 
to getting them away on a good line 
of country with the hope of a rous- 
ing hunt to follow. 

Few Red Letter Days 

Of red letter days we have heard 
little or nothing, of quick, short 
bursts there have been a few, but of 
“nottering about’? there has been 
much, From what I can gather the 
number of foxes killed is below the 
average in most countries. Small 
packs, ‘stopping’ (as in normal 
times), impossible, depleted staffs, 
foxes wilder and knowing more coun- 
try owing to having to travel furth- 
er afield for their food, are all given 
as explanation of the frequency with 
which foxes have this season beaten 
hounds. 

Varied Opinions on Future 

The Zetland Hunt Committee (like 
others) has found it necessary to 
notify owners of fox coverts that the 
arrangements for renting these pre- 
serves must come to an end, at any- 
rate until after the war. The majority 
of those who have received annual 
payment (often nominal) for these 
when fox sanctuaries understand the 
position and accept it. 

There are some, however, who are 
80 amenable and one speaker at the 
recent Zetland Hunt meeting report- 
ed that he had heard of some who 
threatened to plough up the coverts 
on their land. 

Such action would be a very seri- 
ous thing for the future of hunting 
in any country. The outlook is seri- 
ous for many provincial packs, and 
even the Zetland, which has always 
been looked upon as one of the rich- 
er hunts, had, up to the date of their 
annual meeting, received £415 only 
in subscriptions as against £1318 
last year. The Marquess of Zetland 
announced that “those who have 
dropped their subscriptions in the 
last year or two are to be asked 
whether they cannot give some help 
to enable the hunt to be carried on.” 

The Zetland is faced with a big 
bank overdraft and with a request 
from the master to increase the guar-. 


antee, which last year dropped to 
£250. An effort is to be made to 
double this. 

The Zetland, as I have already 
said, is in the same boat with many 
other hunts. Some of them may find 
it impossible to continue after the 
war when so many of those who 
aforetime gave generous support will 
be either dead, too old or too poor 
to start hunting again, or to sub- 
scribe to their local pack. 

Country Gentlemen Hard Hit 

It is pretty obvious that country 
gentlemen will be (and are now) the 
hardest hit of any class. They will 
not have the money to keep going 
hunting, agricultural shows, and all 
the other rural organizations to 
which they gave often more than 
they could afford in peace time. 
That a great many of the old brigade 
will never again put. on any but a 
dress scarlet coat is certain. That 
they will be bled white by taxation 
is still more certain. 

Hence the future of hunting will 
largely be in the hands of the nou- 
veau riche and of youth. There are 
those optimists who feel confident 
that all will come right; that there 
will be a sufficient leaven of the true 
sporting spirit left to ensure revival 
and continuity. That spirit is cer- 
tainly the most important of all, but 
it is impossible to run the average 
pack on enthusiasm only. A _ few 
small hill hunts which pay no claims 
for poultry or damage, and no covert 
rents; which give their huntsman a 
nominal salary and have no other 
paid servants, and which expend but 
a few pounds on kennel expenses, 
will not have much cause to worry 
about the continuance of hunting. It 
is otherwise with their more ‘‘fash- 
ionable”’ neighbours. 

For over a century the cry has 
gone up that hunting was doomed,— 
draining, the advent of railways, 
barbed-wire, motor-cars, game rear- 
ing and shooting syndicates, and so 
forth, were each in turn to give a 
mortal blow to the national sport. 
Hunting has survived all these 
threats, but one very much fears that 
a number of hunts will find it im- 
possible to continue owing to lack of 
financial support. 

Past Pessimism and Fears 

Apropos past pessimism and fears 
let me quote a few lines from the 
Sporting Mag for July 1830. They 
refer to Ralph Lambton’s (now the 
South Durham) once famous coun- 
try: 

“Tne Sedgefield country [I am 
sorry to say, is going to be laid 
waste, not by fire and sword, but by 
fire and boilers, on a cursed project- 
ed rail-road set on foot by some half- 
witted fellow, who thinks the traffic 
in all districts must be equal to that 
between East India Docks and Lon- 
don. However, before this takes 
place the members of the hunt intend 
(if it should be the last) to have 
one more good year’s sport.” 

This country is still hunted though 
it is to be feared that, like many 
others, there are very few young 
’uns coming on to take the place of 
the fast disappearing veterans.

Editorials 


A COLONEL AND A COLUMNIST 








We received a clipping! In it, Joe Cashman, a sports columnist for the 
Boston (Mass.) Advertiser, had a mysterious Army Colonel riding along in 
a dining car, enroute north with the Red Sox Baseball Club, conversing with 
friends on the immediate future of baseball. We quote from this clipping: 

“The Colonel had trouble making his statements heard, being outnumbered 
five to one by a quintet of wax-moustached young men, who, in tenor tones 
were discussing show horses at an adjoining table. It was evident that the 
Colonel approved neither of the group nor its subject of conversation. He 
sneered: ‘Fine type of American manhood! And horses? Horse feathers! 
The only sport worth the powder to blow it to hell in these times is baseball’.’”’ 
All this came from an annonymous, for military reasons, West Point gradu- 
ate. 

The columnist is an experienced writer and his thoughts are published in 
a periodical of wide circulation. It is unfortunate that he displays such 
ignorance and hostility towards sport with horse and hound and the kindred 
sports, horse showing and steeplechasing. There are but few newspapermen 
today who really know anything about foxhunting or its related interests. 
In fact the ignorance of the average layman in this regard is colossal. Yet 
many of the same, but ignorant, critics, can go out and sit in a hot baseball 
park and be conversant with technical terms of ‘‘bases’, “runs”, “hits”, 
“strikes”, and “balls’’. Then they come home having had a whale of a time, 
witnesses to others’ athletic prowess. 

Such people have never known the joy of hacking across country, watch- 
ing hounds work up a slow trail and then the stirring excitement of jamming 
a hat down, gathering a Thoroughbred hunter and riding like the wind, 
straight as hounds run, jumping line fences in a stride, to get up at an ac- 
counting, when horses, hounds and riders stand blown on a chill autumn 
day. These people who make light of hunting, racing and show-ring riding, 
who say it is sissy stuff, have not the broadness of these same foxhunting 
sportsmen who understand baseball, attend contests, and in the end do not 
attempt to detract from others’ pleasures through hurling belittling compari- 
son. 

This Bostonian columnist and his Colonel seem also to forget that some of 
the greatest military officers in history have been foxhunting men, men to 
hounds, horsemen. It is the more amazing that ‘the West Point Colonel 
through fnference should make such harsh allusioh to the wax-moustached 
young men with their tenor tones, a throw back to what is supposed to be 
the la-de-da of the sport of foxhunting. That thelyoung men who go fox- 
hunting, ride races, show horses, are anything but the sissies the Colonel and 
the columnist imply is not important. The importadt thing we get from this 
clipping, kindly submitted by William Maloney, of*Providence, R. L., is not 
how to criticize such shortcomings, but more how t@ educate these people. 

Foxhunting, and its related sports, improves on agquaintance, it gives more 
than it promises, it gives life times of rewards, end#ring reminiscences which 
continue till anno domini calls it all a halt. Half ¥ pleasures of this sport 





is the contemplation, the preparation, the anticipation, and then the many 
delightful hours, yes, days and years, of recollectiongmemory, that come after 
a great day with hounds, or even after a bad day on a good horse. These 
are the fundamentals that the critical must know. If they cannot experience 
them in reality, then they might get a simulated understanding through the 
showing of a movie, such as was suggested in a recent column in this paper 


by W. Newbold Ely, M. F. H. 

Surely this Colonel, who played catcher at West Point on the baseball 
team, must know horses. They teach of them up there! He must know 
classmates who were great horsemen. Perhaps he will be embarrassed in 
seeing his reproof of horses, showing and horsemen, taken exception to by 
us. On the same line this columnist might be a fuller, more experienced 
newspaperman if he were imbued with but a slight feeling for horse and 
hound. If but he could get out on a great day with hounds, know the thril] 
of winning through the field between the flags, or of riding a perfect confor- 
mation hunter to tricolor award, then he could not help but have toleration 
and understanding for the other man’s game.

This 
race was for a $5,000 cup, presented 
by the late great sportsman and polo 
player, Foxhall P. Keene. When the 
team race discontinued, another cup 
was put up, to go to the first owner 
winning it three times. 


Philadelphia is a hunt-meeting 
racing. center. In 1941, John Straw- 
bridge’s great Coq Bruyere won The 
Maryland Hunt Cup, Wm. J. Cloth- 
ier’s Henchman won The Meadow- 
brook Cup, and Arthur I. Meigs’ and 
Edward M. Cheston’s Coq Noir won 
The Radnor Hunt Cup.

One Cannot Fully Enjoy A 
Mount Until He Knows 
His Disposition 





“You don’t need a stick with that 
horse’, cried the instructor, to- a 
young miss just up on a bouncing 
mare. “Why’’, answered the young 
lady, ‘‘the other day you told me to 
be sure to always carry a stick!” 
“Exactly”, he replied, “‘you were up 
on the pony then, and he is as lazy 
as they come. But if you hit this 
horse, you are liable to have her 
flying out of the ring with you.” 

Sooner or later everyone must 
learn that methods that work with 
one horse won’t work with another; 
some are bold, others are gentle, and 
their dispositions vary as much as 
colors in the rainbow. 

It is extremely interesting to 
study the various characters of 
horses, and no one can fully enjoy 
his own mount until he understands 
his disposition. Sometimes they deve- 
lop annoying traits which they must 
be cured of, but more often they 
develop harmless little quirks that 
only make them more individual, It 
is a relief at least that in this mach- 
ine age horses are not all alike. 

Of course there is a lot of non- 
sense that has been passed down by 
our ancestors, as well as a lot of 
sense. Among the nonsense we must 
put such sweeping statements as 
“All ponies are stubborn’’, ‘‘piebalds 
are unlucky”, ‘‘don’t bet on a grey 
horse”, ‘a pig-eyed horse,—take 
care, beware’, or the old rhyme: 


“If you have a horse with four 
white legs, 
Keep him not a day; 


If you have a horse with three 
white legs, 

Send him far away; 

If you have a horse with two 


white legs, 

Sell him to a friend; 

If you have a horse with one white 

leg, 

Keep him to his end.” 

Which is all right as a rhyme, but 
weak reasoning. Irishmen believe a 
star on the forehead is lucky, but if 
the star drinks water (i. e. the white 
blazes goes down into the mouth), 
that is bad. The fact is that no horse 
is bad, as such; they are made bad 
by enviroment or wrong treatment. 
Treat a horse well, no matter how he 
is marked, and you will have a good 
horse, treat him badly and he will 
turn out bad in the end, one white 
foot notwithstanding. 

Brown Jack's Seat 

In “Donoghue Up” that sterling 
jockey relates many incidents about 
the horses he rode, and he almost 
makes them seem real as_ people. 
What a character was Brown Jack, 
of whom he was so fond! One notion 
of this horse was to squat on his 
cast iron feed box, strange as it may 
seem. His indulgent owner then had 
the cold box upholstered with leath- 
er to make it more comfortable, 
whereupon Brown Jack tore it off 
and sat on the bare iron again. Final- 
ly they had the job done by a profes- 
sional upholsterer, but still the horse 
tore it off, so they humored him, and 
let him sit there. 

A horse we once owned used to 


mutter all the time when he was 
alone. It was quite a sight. His 
groom called him the muttering old 
man, whom he did indeed resemble. 
Many horses will dunk their hay, 
methodically taking mouthfuls and 
dipping it in their water before they 
will eat it. Others have been known 
to develop likings for beer, ice- 
cream cones, whiskey, and cigarettes. 

And of course the friendships of 
horses would fill a book! They will 
pal up with kittens, hens, goats, or 
other pets. One horse was most quiet 
and contented with a cat sitting on 
his back. Seabiscuit has a small dog 
for a constant companion; Exter- 
minator, his famous pony Peanuts, 
who is never from his side even 
when put out to pasture. That some 
pets such as goats are particularly 
companionable is well-known. In 
fact jit is said goats are the only 
animal that frightened horses will 
follow from a_ burning building. 
Often a small companion will calm 
down and make contented the most 
excited horse. 

One day in a bookstore we picked 
up a book at random among a group 
on horse training, and happened to 
open at these words, “The horse is 
a coward and a fool.” We felt thor- 
oughly disgusted. What a_ stupid 
statement! Many incidents through 
the centuries prove that horses have 
courage and endurance of the high- 
est order. They are, however, timid 
of things that are strange to them, a 
fact we often fail to remember. 

What A Horse Shies At 

Once last summer we jogged a 
green horse down a country road, 
and after getting back to the stables 
we jotted down the things he had 
been frightened at, and reacted to by 
shying or some other way. Here is 
the list: a wrapper from a loaf of 
bread, a loose poster on a telegraph 
pole, an old tire (this was last sum- 
mer!) and a bush. He shied because 
everything was new and strange to 
him, but he was not a coward. In 
two months he was taking  5’-0”’ 
jumps with confidence and courage. 

Never hit a horse if he shies at 
anything; rather let him look at 
what he fears, and learn that it is 
nothing to be alarmed at, rather 
than frighten him the more. 

Another thing to remember with 
a hunter is that in the antiquity of 
horses, jumping is one of their latest 
skills or acquisitions;—it is not a 
deeply rooted instinct. So one needs 
especial patience in teaching a horse 
to jump. It helps a great deal with 
young horses and ponies to let them 
smel] their jumps, so they are not 
afraid of them. Some let their horses 
feel new jumps with the chest. We 
even know of a blind horse who has 
been taught to jump by this method 

Even so, some like to jump, some 
don’t, while some like outdoor jump- 
ing but dislike indoor jumping. The 
old-timer gentleman rider Mr. H. V. 
Page relates amusingly how Iseult 
and 2 other top hunters’ plowed 
through their fences at the Garden 
with a crash of falling timber, al- 
though they were paragons of virtue 
in the hunting field. 

So in conclusion, here is one part 
of horsemanship to learn for which 
there are no rules—to understand 
your horse, treating him intelligent- 
ly so that he is well-mannered and 
unspoiled. As one of the old school 
has put it, ‘““‘Without manners of the 
best, neither man nor horse is fit 
for polite society.”’

surers. Hounds ran northwest across 
the Tobin lawn, through a herd of 
cows on north across the Mutton- 
town road into Frank Polk’s over his 
green slat fence into Willock’s. We 
had a momentary check here, having 
gotten ahead of hounds who were 
struggling through a thick briar 
patch. One couple were way ahead 
of the pack at this time, a mile back 
I had seen this silent pair slip 
through the swamp and vanish into 
the Underhill woods when the main 
pody of the pack was still crossing 
the Jackson farm an eighth of a mile 
behind them. 

Once out of the briar thicket the 
pack went away fast to the north 
through Griscom’s into Lord’s, then 
right-handed across the Syosset-East 
Norwich road over the broad, muddy 
fields of the Kennedy farm, across 
the Syosset-Oyster Bay road into Sir 
Ashley’s. Taking a short cut here, 
I again saw the silent couple pass 
by, while hearing their running mat- 
es coming through the woods behind 
them. On to the east they ran, turn- 
ing north on the edge of the Colum- 
bia Stock Farm and then west again 
through Sir Ashley’s north woods. 

We found Mr. Peters and his fox- 
hunting chauffeur, Stewart, on the 
high road a few minutes later and 
they allowed as how we must have 
overshot our mark as nary a fox or 
hound had they seen. An inescap- 
able sigh of relief parted from the 
throats of the roasted and exhausted 
field, but Allison, without hesitation, 
cast his hounds ahead over the North 
Hemstead Turnpike into the old 
Chilton farm and hit the line on the 
nose. 

Here one of my 3 hunting child- 
ren wisely pulled out, her old faith- 
ful having shown unmistakly over 
the last 2 obstacles that the flesh 
was no longer responding to the urg- 
ings of the spirit. I being in the 
same fix as her old faithful, having 
spent much of the season in bed, re- 
gretfully joined her and we stood 
together on the hill and watched the 
field, or rather its valiant remnants, 
gallop off to the west. 

The last standard bearer of the 
family, 14-year-old Alice on a 15- 
hand Thoroughbred mare, galloped 
away with the rest and as I called 
out to Diana “look after her’’, Diana 
called back, “It would make more 
sense if she looked after me.” 

Another half mile the line laid to 
the west, then the fox turned left- 
handed across the high road into 
Squire Campbell’s woods, and here 
Mr. Peters and his quintet eyed 
Stewart spotted him and one white 
and tan bitch 2 lengths to the bad. 
By and by the pack, lathered horses 
and panting horsemen passed the 
same way, running hard to the south. 
Over the Squire’s vegetable garden 


they galloped, lifting the tired horses 


over the boundary fence into the 
Nicholas field and then, as Alice told 
me later, ‘‘There was that ugly big 
slat fence in Griscom’s and Shirley 
was so tired I prayed for a miracle.” 


“Did you get it?’’, I asked. ‘Boy, 
and how! Cynthia came _ boiling 
along and knocked a panel flat.” 


“The efficacy of prayer proved’, mur- 
mured her mamma. 

“Then’’, continued the child, ‘‘We 
galloped on into Willock’s and 
hounds marked him in a drain near 
the house. Gee, were we glad to see 
him go in.” 

I expect they were. A 5%-mile 
Point, 12 miles as hounds ran, with 
the temperature around 50 degrees 
and the going deep and holding. 
Possibly the best part of the day was

A blustery, threatening March day 
greeted the large field of about 75 
which gathered at the Radnor Hunt 
for the last day of the season. A 
mixed pack of 23% couples were led 
away toward Fairy Hill for the first 
draw by M. F. H. Roy Jackson, while 
the field followed to covert side in 
the wake of the Acting-Field-Master, 
Walter Stokes. 

Fairy Hill proved blank as did 
Pratt’s swamp and Pratt’s woods; 
likewise the 1st covert in Delchester 
—the 2nd, Stone Crusher Woods, 
however, held a fox. 

At the club Howard Stewart, Rad- 
nor Hunt fence repair man and game 
keeper, who knows the characteris- 
tics of every fox in the country had 
told us that the good Delchester dog 
fox was back again. This fox How- 
ard referred to as lean, long bodied 
and a great galloper. We had mis- 
sed him in the country for a fort- 
night he said, as he had gotten plumb 
fagged out and was lying under in 
the day time. 

Away went the pack across Street 
Road where they checked momentar- 
ily before speeding on toward Paper 
Hill,—here they crossed at the foot 
of the lake, below the house and up 
the hill through the woods and into 
open country to the lower side of 
Turner’s Round Top; then when they 
turned upwind and ran by the sheep 
barn to Quaker’s Woods, we had a 
suspicion that we were behind How- 
ard’s long-legged fox which had nev- 
er holed during the season. 

From here hounds circled Del- 
chester proper, coming back to Quak- 
er Woods, from which a point of 5 
miles, as the crow flies, was made to 
Innes’. The fox, however, chose a 
longer route over the pig farm, Har- 
rison’s race-track, Sweetwater and 
across Providence Road to Shimer’s. 
As hounds and the field crossed the 
pig farm at full speed, the master 
pulled up and stood on the hill top 
tooting his horn for a second horse, 
his outstanding hunter, Kirkwood, 
having pulled a shoe. How he caught 
up again was remarkable, as it seem- 
a terrific pace that took the field 
down to the race-track, across Sweet- 
and Providence Road, but 
there, as hounds made a loop around

Shimer’s woods and clearing, our 
M. F. H. huntsman reappeared a- 
stride his second mount, Monkey. 


Just prier to this, one of our out- 
standing side-saddle exponents, Miss 
Gertrude DeCoppet had gotten a 
nasty fall from her capable horse, 
Amgood, which turned over, but for- 
tunately not on her. It was said that 
he had been interferred with. 

From Shimer’s, hounds took us 
through Stengel’s to Mirkel’s, where 
the line ran close to the residence 
and through the plow south of same, 





in having been able to share it with 
Miss Emily Stevens, field master of 
the Essex Hunt, who rode a borrow- 
ed horse and was one of the 18 in 
at the finish. 

So ends the season and so, too, my 
many years as honorary hunt secre- 
tary of the Meadow Brook Hounds. 
Hating goodbyes, it seems less sad 
to take leave of my many friends, 
with the help of The Chronicle. 
Thus, too, the leave taking will reach 
the young men in service and some 
of my dear old friends who put their 
boots away long ago. We did have 
fun together, it was all good. Good- 
bye.—Betty Babcock. 


resulting in a check which took tae 
ingenuity of the master to straighten 
out. The line from the plow was 
over the lawn, via the swimming 
pool into Brooke’s woods, at which 
point the pack ran strong to the far 
end of Innes’, turning left through 
Cherry Knoll and Crum _ Creek 
Farms, then right to Leisenring’s 
woods, Catheart Rocks and Rebin- 
son’s meadow, where the fox dcubled 
back and the master and hounds were 
temporarily baffled. By leaving 
completely around the lower side of 
the meadow, however, the pack 
struck the line and ran strong to 
Boyer Davis’ thicket where the scent 
faded, due to Mrs. X wearily hacking 
home, who turned Reynard and fore- 
ed him back on a parallel line 
through Evans’ Saw Mill Woods. 
Here ‘‘Dimple’’, ‘“‘Just’’ and ‘‘Mercy”’ 
stood out. The master cast about 
without immediate success, his eye 
on these bitches which now owned 
the line on a ride and carried it to- 
ward Gallagher’s. At this point the 
fox was well ahead and the pace was 
slow. However, the hounds kept 
their noses down to the job and to 
the high notes of the bitches was 
added the deep voices of the dog 
hounds, as they rushed in and owned 
the line here and there. This fine 
piece of casting and hound work, to- 
gether with the roar of blended 
voices as the pack started on, was an 
incident in the day worth recording. 

The line took us slowly through 
Garrett’s woods and Fairy Hill to 
Pratt’s swamp, in which we figured 
the fox might be lying, but instead, 
the hounds skirted the north edge of 
the swamp and on to Marston’s stone 
wall where the scent faded again. 
The master cast at the end of the 
wall and ‘‘Dancer’’ owned the line. 
The fox had stopped for a rest in a 
sage patch and up jumped our tall 
galloping Reynard on sight. We now 
on tired horses were confronted with 
real pace and some difficult fencing, 
as Van Alen’s new posts and rails 
were in front of us and there was no 
getting around them. After five 
minutes, what remained of the field 
was reduced to about ten, several of 
whom had experienced the sensation 
of rocking dangerously close to the 
ground over unbreakable panels, but 
hounds went on regardless, to the 
lower side of Delchester pig farm and 
turned to repeat the original circuit 
again, so by the time they had cros- 
sed Providence Road into Feather- 
field Woods, after three hours and 
twenty minutes, a nod of assent was 
given to the question, “shall we call 
it a day?”

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So ended the season’s best run; 
and one of the fastest runs of several 
seasons. From Williams Wood, in- 
cluding the preliminary loop to the 
Ice Dam, to furthest Diamond Rock, 


a distance of about 6 miles, had 

taken only about 15 minutes; the 

point was well over 4 miles. 
Pickering’s longest run of the 


1941-1942 season was from Bad Luck 
Woods on Casualty Hill to Catas- 
trophe Hollow. The loss of the master 
for the season was a serious blow 
to sport in the community, and an 
unprecedented series of accidents 
took heavy toll among active hunt- 
ing members, Finally, an epidemic of 
distemper decimated the kennels. 

In the face of all these difficulties 
and in spite of unusually adverse 
hunting conditions—a drouth of en- 
tirely exceptional severity prevailed 
throughout the autumn months— 
Eddie carried on as gallantly and 
cheerfully as always and managed to 
produce consistently good hunting 
throughout the season. There was a 
single blank day; a day on which, 
with the temperature near zero and 
with a gale blowing, hounds were 
out for less than an hour. Otherwise, 
there were always foxes for the run- 
ning, and even when the pack was 
necessarily curtailed, hounds hunt- 
ed persistently and well. 

There was less trouble from the 
interference of deer than in previ- 
ous years.

John T 
Skinner and James E. Ryan were 
the respective trainers for the Roke- 
by winners, the former accomplish- 
ing a training double as he saddled 
Greentree Stable’s Carteret to send 
him out to win The Covert, 1 i-8 on 
the turf, the finale, with W. Brown 
riding. F. Ambrose Clark’s Night 
Heron proved a fit one, with an 8 
lb., pull to win The William Skinner 
Memoria! with F. Bellhouse up and 
best Rokeby Stable’s Meeting House 
165, E. Roberts up. 

The supporting feature, which 
last year drew 15 starters and was 
won by Christopher M. Greer Jr.’s 
Goldun, representing Piedmont Hunt 
again was won by a Piedmont Hunt. 
entry. The winner’s share of the 
panelling fund benefit purse, this 
year reduced to $200, due to the in- 
ability to get it fully subscribed, will 
again benefit Piedmont Hunt coun- 
try. T. Beatty Brown rode his own 
Dunlad to win over this about 4 mile 
devious timber course layout, of 25 
fences, riding a heads-up race, and 
sending his Dunlin son along to with- 
stand Thomas T. Mott’s Portlaw, 
with Mr. Mott, Jr., (last year this 
pair also finished 2nd), representing 
the Redland Hunt, of which this 
owner is M. F. H. The show panell- 
ing funds went to Middleburg Hunt 
again, when Gerald B. Webb, Jr. re- 
mounted his Big Charley, after be- 
ing a lost rider the 3rd fence from 
home, when out on top, galloping. 
In 1941, Crompton Smith’s Mowgli 
returned the show share of this 
purse for Middleburg. 

The most interesting winner of 
the day was Mrs. Payne Whitney’s 
Greentree Stable Carteret, the blood 
donor for the $50,000 Widener win- 
ner at Hialeah this winter, The 
Rhymer. Carteret, a 4-year-old son 
of Granville, was used when a blood 
transfusion was necessary to save 
The Rhymer during his juvenile 
days, when he was all but lost with 
pneumonia. Mrs. Payne Whitney and 
her trainer John. M. Gaver felt Car- 
teret was a ‘chaser prospect, show- 
ing speed and ability to stay. He was 
sent to Mr. Skinner last autumn 
where he progressed but slowly in his 
jumping schools, showing so little 
that connections were ready to call 
it quits. Consequently, Carteret was 
dropped in The Covert, flat race, to 
give him a try, to see how he tared 
on turf going, and aside from his 
brisk works this spring on Burrland 
Farm training track, his chances 
were regarded but lightly. 

It was a short 1 1-8 mi., and the 
time was exceptional, 1:49 4-5. Jock- 
ey W. Brown held Carteret, 145, off 
the pace for the ist 1-2 mile, then 
when he moved with him, he ran 
over the top of other horses, to win 
driving by 1-2 length, ahead of Bay- 
ard Sharp’s Knight’s Quest, 150, T. 
Roby up and Capt. Ewart Johnston’s 
Delhi Dan, 144, N. Brooks. Should 
Carteret take to extending himself 
in ’chasing schools, his speed should 
enable him to win brackets over the 
hedges. 

Robert B. Young, starter, and as- 
sistant Richard Wallach, dispatched 
9 in The Wanquepin in prompt or- 
der, after ist being quite certain 
that all riders knew the way of the 
course. Mr. Young took like pains 
before waving away in all contests. 
Said BE. Roberts: “He’s good, like 
George Cassidy, he lets you walk 
up.” In The Wanquepin, they ran 
very fast. Rokeby Stable’s Seeret 
Sumons bothered both the winner, 
Rokeby’s Enterprise, and the other 
part of this entry, Mrs. J. T. Skin- 
ner’s King Cob, going to the ist 


hurdle, also at the 2nd, where this 
Messenger 4-year-old filly, carrying 
her head high, blundered through 
and crashed to the ground, fractur- 
ing her off-rear-hock and giving W. 
Brown a smasher. At the 1-2 mile 
mark, Bayard Sharp’s Air Marshal 
and Mrs. Fay Ingalls’ Sunador were 
out on top, as Mrs. R. H. Norweb’s 
Two Four Time and the eventual 
winner were in order, heading King 
Cob and F. Ambrose Clark’s Tiger 
Cub. The latter closed ground at the 
end, when Sunador stopped badly 
and Air Marshal showed need of a 
race, This was a fast race: 2:44 3-5. 

The William Skinner Memorial 
was the best brush race. Night 
Heron, 157, was restrained as W. 
Burling Cocks’ newly leased Wood 
King, 145, went rocketing to the top, 
distancing the field by almost 20 
lengths at the 1 mile mark, and C. 
Mahlon Kline’s Fillip II and Roke- 
by’s Meeting House were nearest. 
For a time it did not look like F. 
Bellhouse was going to get Night 
Heron up to Wood King, who had 
been trained for this event in a big 
meadow where Mr. Cocks had some 
schooling jumps, near Hot Springs, 
Va., by his owner John Clancy. How- 
ever, Wood King went deep in the 
last, stopped like that, as Night 
Heron and Meeting House came up 
on either side, formed a “V” for 
victory wedge about him, and the 
former took advantage of Meeting 
House's slight blunder at this fence, 
got to the rail for the run-in. Mrs. 
Esther du Pont Weir's Himmel ran 
a dull race, never got close to con- 
tention. 

The ist running of The Louie 
Leith Cup, named for the late well 
known horseman and huntsman and 
sportsman of Middleburg, who for 
years rode in the races at Middle- 
burg and for many more years acted 
as starter, drew 9 runners. Hold 
Forth was made an even money 
choice, with Black Sweep, his entry- 
mate, given 3-1 chances, despite hav- 
ing a splendid previous record of 2 
successive wins over this course in 
1939 and 1940. Frederick M. War, 
burg’s Mountsville, a Middleburg 
Hunt staff horse this past season, 
had Mr. Warburg’s stable manager 
F. Embrey up. This was this 7-year- 
old Martinus gelding’s 1st _ start. 
Mrs. Crompton Smith’s Mowgli, win- 
ner of 3 in a row point-to-points this 
season, was in with Mr. J. Fred Col- 
will, winning rider of 3 Maryland 
Hunt Cups in a row, up. Mr. A. A. 
Baldwin was on his Captain Biil, 
who had run so well in the Carolina 
Cup. Mr. J. S. Harrison was a train. 
er-rider of Christopher M. Greer Jr.'s 
Houseman, his 1st start this year. F. 
A. O’Keefe Jr.’s Sun Alv, a point-to- 
point mare, had R. Ridgeway up. 
Mrs. Carhart’s Sir Romeo, a runner 
last year in the Raymond Belmont 
Memorial Hunter race, had Mr. A. 
Scruton up and Capt. Ewart John- 
ston’s veteran Seafarin Dan, conval- 
esced from his last tendon trouble, 
had Mr. John Bosley III riding. 

Mr. Colwill went quickly to the 
front after the 1st fence, when 
Captain Bill broke a rail, and rode 
confidently on the good po‘nt-to- 
point winner, who was jumping 
nobly. He led the way through tne 
lst turn. At the 5th Mowgli, Sea- 
farin Dan, Mountsville, Captain Bill, 
Hold Forth, Houseman, Black 
Sweep, Sir Romeo, and Sun Alv were 
in order. At the 6th, Mountsville 
rolled up in a ball and as he was 
sprawling Black Sweep hit hard, 
pecked, lost his rider, Mr. Shea Jr. 


Past the stand with 7 fences be- 
hind them, commencing the 2nd 
turn, at the end of 1 1-2 miles, 
Mowgli was still on top, Seafarin 
Dan was 2nd, Captain Bill, Hold 





Forth, Houseman, Sir Romeo and 
Sun Alv were in order. The order 
changed on the down hill slope to 
the 8th fence, with Seafarin Dan 
getting to the top, heading Mowgli, 
and Captain Bill was 3rd. 

So they ran, until the 10th, when 
Hold Forth forged to the show posi- 
tition, then at the 12th, he had dis- 
placed both Seafarin Dan and 
Mowgli. Captain Bill and Houseman 
were head and head. At the next, the 
13th, on top of the stretch hill, Hold 
Forth took command, with Mowgli, 
Houseman, Seafarin Dan, Captain 
Bill and Sir Romeo all close. 

Past the stand and going out to 
the 15th, Hold Forth and Houseman 
were separated by 3 lengths; Mowgli 
led Sir Romeo and Captain Bill and 
Seafarin Dan deposited Mr. Bosley 
IIf on the turf in a jumping error. 
Mr. Harrison always quick to take 
advantage, saw Jockey Leonard 
heading for an extra jump, enroute 
to the 16th, moved Houseman along 
gained easily 10 lengths, as the rest 
of the field jumped an added fence. 
which did not take them off the 
course, as there was still the red 
flag to their left and the white to 
their right. 

This advantage seemed sufficient 
to win the race for Houseman, yet 
Hold Forth came right back and 
hooked up with him at the last fence, 
making up easily 5 to 7 lengths, to 
overtake the Greer color-bearer and 
romp home an easy 10 length win- 
ner, eased up. Houseman was 2ased 
up 20 lengths in front of Sir Romeo, 
having run an improved race over 
his last meeting with Hold Forth, 
also in consideration of this his 1st 
outing this year, against Hold Forth 
with a Carolina Cup under him. 

Mowgli finished beaten, tired, 70 
lengths away, with Captain Bill 36 
lengths back of Sir Romeo and Sun 
Alv was 10 further back of Mowgh. 
This was one of the best timber con- 
tests seen on the Glenwood course 
in many a year, with 6 of the 9 start- 
ers standing up, and a tight contest 
of it through the 1st 3 miles, und 
than an added zest to it, with the 
problem of who was right and who 
was wrong and how many jumps 
were there to the course? The ste 
wards decided in this manner: ‘‘No 
flags were cut, Mr. Harrison had 
merely ridden the smart course, the 
rest a longer course with an extra 
jump and so the race stood as it was 
run.” 

The Panther Skin was a breeze for 
the stakes winner Good Chance, 
once Tarbrush ran out. This Sun 
Beau gelding likes to duck out when 
there is no horse on the inside of 
him and did just this on the far side 
of the course. J. Mason riding Mrs 
J. E. Ryan’s Treble Applause missed 
the course and J. Magee was a lost 
rider in a mistake made by Richara 
K. Mellon’s Similar. Good Chance 
was held back 3rd until his move, 
the 2nd fence from home, and then 
he really went up on the bit. Two 
4-year-olds ran clever, steady and 
even races back of Good Chance, 
for the place and show money; Mr. 
Clark’s Ladbrooke and _ Bayard 
Sharp’s Sea Fever. 

The spectator lay fainting from 
merely looking on attitude was some- 
what lessened in The Raymond Bel- 
mont this year, with the start made 
from the center of the in-field, that 
no turn was to be accomplished be- 
fore the ist fence, rather the turn 
came after the ist fence. Last year 
the way the 15 riders and horses 
rocketed down to the 1st fence caus- 
ed considerable blood pressure and 
nervousness for spectators and in 
consequence the change in the 
course. Mr. Young was very direct 
and succinct about outlining the 





course, a difficult and devious One, 
for the riders at the start. After alj 
his good work, and after all Mr. 
Mott Jr.’s good pacemaking guidance 
of last year, this Redland Hunt entry 
still went galloping off to the wrong 
fence at the start, but returned to 
the fold at the entreaties of Mp, 
Brown, the winning rider, and the 
writer, Gerald B. Webb, Jr. 

Due to this error in judgment, Mr, 
Mott, Jr., did not cut out the pace, 
but this task fell to Mr. James 
Arthur on Mrs. Sidney H. Hirst'3 
Black Chief (Eagle Farms Hunt 
entry), and to Whipper-in Nick 
Nichols (Middleburg Hunt), riding 
R. V. Clark’s Fanny Adams (Pied- 
mont Hunt entry). 

At the 2nd, Mr. John Bosley III, 
riding Mr. Greer Jr.’s Cyntah (Pieq. 
mont Hunt entry), got a nasty one, 
Cyntah swerved, hit and lay almost 
lengthwise along the top rail, before 
he toppled, the most amazing falj 
this writer has ever seen, and ac- 
cording .to Mr. Bosley: “A new one 
to me.”’ Mr. Bosley was rolled out, 
rested where he lay until the ambu}- 
ance fetched him. 

Mr. Brown quickly went up to 
take command at the 4th fence and 
the runners were closely bunched 
through the following mile, to the 
10th, where Whipper-in Nichols on 
Fanny Adams and Mr. Bosley III on 
Christopher M. Greer Jr.’s Cyntah 
(Piedmont Hunt entry), went gallop. 
ing off on the wrong course, to losa 
some 20 lengths, Then it was that 
Dunlad and Big Charley were on 
close terms on top, followed by 
Black Chief and Portlaw. Accom- 
plishing the short loop, back to the 
1st fence in front of the stands, 
(jumping it from the opposite dir- 
ection) again, the 14th, Big Charley 
took a momentary lead, _ saving 
ground, to relinquish again in the 
run down the hill to the 16th, (the 
lst fence on the big timber course 
and the 2nd fence in this race). 

Dunlad, by 3, Big Charley, Port- 
law, Fanny Adams and Black Chief 
was the order the 17th, the 18th 
into the infield, the 19th out of the 
infield on the far side of the course 
and the 20th, part of the regular 
timber course, where Dunlad laid a 
rail—fortunate it was for Big Char- 
ley too, for he was in wrong and too 
close, and the rail just dropped in 
time. 

The 21st, Dunlad led by 3. The 
22nd Big Charley out-jumped Dun- 
lad and went to the top by 2, as 
Fanny Adams got in too close, turn- 
ed over and rolled out Whipper-in 
Nichols, necessitating a 2nd call for 
the ambulance, 

“Prosperity kills ’em’’, maybe it 
was over-confidence, yet Big Charley 
just seemed to have the race gallop- 
ing, and but the fence in the corner 
by the stand to jump, the one into 
the infield and the one out of the 
infield on the far side of the course, 
and he was home free, But not to- 
day. With Dunlad 2 lengths away, 
Big Charley hit the 23rd, twisted, 
sent his rider to the ground and M?. 
Brown had to do some dexterious 
riding to avoid fallen rider and the 
loose Big Charley. He did this, but 
in so doing relinquished his lead to 
Portlaw and did not regain same 
until approaching the last and 25th 
fence, on the far side of the infield, 
before the long 3-8 mile run in on 
the flat back to the finish.

George H. Bull, Chairman, 

John A. Morris And Fred H. 

Parks, Secy., Compile Report 

Fred H. Parks, energetic secretary 
of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Assn., which duty would be 
sufficient to fairly well tether a man 
with normal initiative, still has time 
to give full value to his newly ap- 
pointed position as secretary of The 
Jockey Club’s Breeding Bureau (N. 
Y.). Heading the breeding bureau 
committee is George H. Bull, chair- 
man, and John A. Morris. 

The following is their report to 
The Jockey Club, the 36th annual 
report of this body: 

December 31, 1941 
To The Jockey Club, 
250 Park Avenue, 
New York City. 
Gentlemen :— 

The Breeding Bureau respectfully 
reports that its efforts in 1941 to- 
ward continuing breeding activities 
and cooperation ‘between the Bureau 
and the Breeders in the sections of 
the State where stallions have been 
placed, showed satisfactory progress 
during the year. 

The sad passing of our Chairman, 
Mr. John E. Cowdin, and of our 
Secretary, Mr. Algernon Daingerfield, 
was a great loss. Mr. Daingerfield 
was the Secretary of the Breeding 
Bureau since its creation in 1906, 
and during his long career, worked 
diligently toward’ elevating the 
breeding industry. 

The declaration of war, which has 
affected so many activities, has not 
altered the plans of the Breeding 
Bureau, and the six thoroughbred 
stallions which were in stud service 
during 1941, will again be available 
during 1942. 

Every effort is being made to co- 
operate with the U. S. Remount Ser- 
vice to produce the types of horses 
that can be utilized for military pur- 
poses as well as those utilized for 
racing, hunting and other riding pur- 
poses. 

Mr. John A. Morris, a member of 
the Breeding Bureau Committee, at- 
tended the Autumn Show of the 
Genesee Valley Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, at Avon, New York. In his re- 
port to The Jockey Club, Mr. Morris 
stressed the importance of closer co- 
operation between the Breeding Bur- 
eau and the Genesee Valley Breeders’ 
Association, in order that the many 
problems confronting the farmers 
and breeders could be handled more 
efficiently. 

In November Mr. George H. Bull, 
Chairman of the Breeding Bureau, 
accompanied by Mr. John A. Morris 
and Mr. Fred H. Parks, Secretary, 
visited the Genesee Valley on an in- 
spection tour of the Lookover Stal- 
lion Station, and the various breed- 
ing farms in the community. Among 
the farms visited were those of Mrs. 
Charles Z. Case, President of the
